Yetzer and otherw and conducted a private
banlk until In May, 1876, when the bank
wis Ineorporated as a state bank, with Isane
Dickirson as  a holder of £0,000 worth ar
stook and se a director and viee president.
On December 27, 1893, the delendant, with
other cificers of the bank, seécurel the ap-
pointment of a receiver for the institution
and the following day ths annsunsdment was
mide Al that time the deposite aggre-
rotes] $420,000, while the assotz amounted
to but $116,000, and thera had dwindled to
£50,000. The attorncy asserted that the evis
dence would show thut the defendant had
attended every meeting of the directors o
the bank amd that he hod signed some of the
published statements of the bank's condition,
which statements were [alse and misleading.
He claimed that during the summer of 1893
drafts bought at the bank were returned
frequently as unpald for want of funds, anag
that Isaae Dickerson wag nware of that fact.
He charged that Mr. Dickerson had publishce
a4 notice In the papers stating that hie entire
property would be pledeged to the security,
of the hank and that soon thersafter he
transferred his property to his relatives and
that the depositors of the bank were thus
defrauded threngh the mimepresentations os
the defendant. Mr. Brues charged that the
machirery of the courte had already been
set in motlon for the appolntment of a re-
celver for the bank whlen 8. N, Havens of-
fared o deposit of $71 on  December 27,
which was accepted by the bank, and that
the defendant knew of the Ingolvent con-
dition of the bank at the time,

THEORY OF THE DEFENSE.

At the conclugion of Mr. Bruce'e address
the court adjourned for the noon recess and
at 2 o'tlock the statement for tha defense
was commenced by Hon., John W. Scott of
Atlantle, My, Scott has been a resident of
Casg county for nearly forty venrs, and has
been famillar and intimately ncqualnted with
the defendant during that time. He tola
the story of Isaac Dickerson's carger ir
Casg county in ap imypressive manner and
made a very strong statoment of the cas:,
He deprecated the enthuslasm of Mr., Bruee
which had led him to make statements whicn
the state had no hope nor ldex of Intending
to prove, and to refer to matters which could
not propsrly be bronght bafore the jury In
the shape of evidence, He spoke of the pre-
sumption of absolute lnnoecence which the
luw glves to every man accused of a orime,
and stated that the jury, In hie  opinien
would find that the gtate coulld not establish
its charge beyvand that reassfiatile doubt,
the existence of which would prevent any
Jury from returning a verdict of convietion.

“The state has told youo,” said Mr. Scott.
“that this man was constantly connected
with the bank, and Intimately cognlzant of
the business and op:ration of the bank. We
will show that during the two years prior to
the fallure of the bank this defendant was
not in the stato of Towa, and could not have
tha clcse and constant relations and knowl-
cige of the bank affairs charged by the
state. During that time Mr. Dickerson was
In business In Missourl. He came homse
from Mlissouri on December 26, 18063, The
troithle In the bank commencsd In August,
and the d-fense will show that from August
to Christmas duy Mr. Dickerscn: was In At-
lantie not more than once or twice, and
then but for a very short time, We will
also. show that when he came home on
Decamber 256 and learnel the condition of the
bank, his effarts were in the line of en-
deavoring te get some court to close the
burk, and pluee it In the hands of some
one who would wind up its affalrs to protect
the Intérests of all concerned, 8o [4r &% possi-
bie.

"It I8 charged that Sam N. Havens depos-
Ited money with the bank and with lsaac
Inekerson on December 27, The evidenee
wlll #how that Havens never saw Igane Dick-
ergan; that Isaae Dickerson did not accspt
Havens' deposit, but was at that time mak-
Ing every effcrt to Induce Judge Smith to
come to Atlantle and appolnt a recelver fm
the bank, In order to preserve the rights of
the depositors and all concerned, so far as
peeeible.”

Referring to the insinuation of the state's
attorney that the proceedings appolnting a
recelver were dnken nt Atlantie in the nlght,
Mr. Scott explained that the application had
been made to Judge Bmith early In the
day, but that the Jjudge had been unable to
rench Atluntie untl] after 7 o'clock in the
evering,

EFFECT OF THE PANIC,

After reviewing the financlal crisis that
the country suffered In 1803, and referring
to Its general effect upon Imnkins‘ Institu-
tlong and other corparations everywhere, Mr,
Seott took up the eltuation at Atlantie at
that time,

"Iiuulu all over the country were goin
down,' sald the speaker. “The statemen
of the bank were Just such ns were belng
made everywhere, all over the ccuntry. It
may eppear, In the light of results, that the
statements were exaggerated, but they were
belng made by banks and financlal men all
avér the country for the purpose of allaying
exeltement and restoring the confidence of
the people. The state hag charged that Mr,
Dickerson deeded his property to members
of hils family, The evidence will show that
hs did not, and has not done anything of the
kipd, It will shew that not a foot of Jand
belenging Lo Isaac Dickerson has been used
for any purpose than that of paying his
loszes and debls incurred during the panle of
1883, When the bank went Into the hands
of a recelver on Decamber 27, the testimony
will show that all of Mr. Divkerson's property
he conveyed, that ulill'l"" night, he and hisg
son, Ed, over to the Cass County bank.

“Tlm Cuss  County bank was organized
twanty yeuars ago, with
§60,000, In shares of $600. Under the law
only a lHmited Hability attaches to the hold-
ers of Btock In a corporation; In this state
It Is that a stockholder s lable for only
the amount of his stock, That would make
these stockholdors llable for $120,000, In
case of the bunk's fallure. The state's at-
torney has chavged that the effort of (he
defendant to huve the bank changed from a
state to a private banking lnstitution was
for the purpsse of committing n fraud. The
evidenes will sbhow that the stockholders of
the bank had property, Individuslly, amount-
ing Lo $1,200000. 1If the change had been
made every dollar's worth of property of
every stockholder would be llable for the
bank's business. It would have made the
stockholders' lability $1,200,000, instead of
§120,000, and If that had been done there
tould have been no loss.

"“The state has charged that Mr. Dicker-
son owned 810,000 stock In the bsnk, and
was closely coonicled witli the concern. The
evidence will show that for eleven years
Mr. Dickerson has held but $1L500 In steck
In the concern and had vo part whatever o
